We believe that the study is a 


balanced and professional piece of work but have serious 


doubts about the report's recommendations. To do what 
the Senate suggests would increase CIA's workload and 


would also make our operations overseas more difficult.

CIA was given the_opportunity to review the main text 
of the SSCI report on Jactivieies prior to its publi- 
cation. Our staff was not allowed to see the introduction 
and summary or the recommendations and conclusions. CIA 
believes that the Senate report was a professional piece 

of work dealing with a complex problem with balance and 
restraint. During the textual review CIA had several minor 
suggestions which related to matters of source protection. 
All of our suggestions were accepted and appropriate textual 
modifications were made. 


CIA also is strongly opposed to the Senate recommenda - 
tion that we enter into more agreements with foreign 
intelligence services as to what will or will not be done 
in their countries and ours. Our experience militates 
heavily against entering into such agreements - they usually 
result in costing us far more than they bring in terms of 


“benefits. We believe that those services with which we are 


in liaison would be strongly opposed to entering into 
negotiations leading to more formal _ agreements. 
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
